E. E. Browrn, a banker of Corning, 
New* York, for many years a resident 
of Sedalia, at w'hich time he was em­ 
ployed as bookkeeper for the Belier 
Grocer Co., sends the Democrat a 
copy of the Corning Evening Leadei 
of April 16, with the following inter­ 
esting story “marked.” 


Edwin F. Davis, of Corning, today 
operated the switches at Sing Sing 
prison which sent to their deaths the 


four “gunmen” convicted of the mur­ 
der of Herman 
Rosenthal 
in 
New 


York City last July, For this wrorkhe 
w’ill receive from the state $1,000, or 
$250 for each man electrocuted—his 
regular fee from the state for this 
service. 
Today’s electrocutions bring 
the number at w'hich Mr. Davis has 
officiated up to a total of nearly 300 
in the past 20 years. 
Mr. Davis became state electrician 
upon the adoption of electrocution as 
the form of capital 
punishment 
in 
New York, more than 20 years ago, 
and ne has since continued in that 
position, officiating at every electro­ 
cution in this state since the first. 
The number of men he has eleotromft- 
ed lacks less than a baker’s dozen of 
300, although his friends here are 
not just sure of the count after to­ 
day’s electrocutions. 
There is a prevailing 
impression 
that several men have a hand in the 
electrocution of criminals, but 
this 
Mr. Davis denies. He is in charge of 
all the arrangements for the electro­ 
cutions after the 
condemned 
men 
reach the death chamber, and he op­ 
erates all the switches in person af­ 
ter the electrodes have been applied 
and the condemned men strapped in 
the death chair. 
Once, a few* years ago, while he 
was busily engaged in applying Uh© 
electrodes to the head of a woman he 
was about to electrocute, Mr. Davis
